Moisture tester is important to Berg's operation 
Sample is taken from every load to determine how 
long to run the dryer It's important to prevent over 
drying, as he gets no premium for com dried below 
the allowable moisture content —and corn weighs 
less.

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How to prevent 


Cattle poisoning 


Autumn is the time of year when cat- 
tle are most likely to be poisoned. 
Three types of poisoning are most 
serious. Here's how to identify them 


PRUSSIC-ACID POISONING 


Cause: Certain types of plants may ha 
been made dangerous by summer drout 
periods that prevented normal growtl 
As another possibility, sprouts or “suck 
ers’ may have developed from stubble 
after the planis have been cut. Regardless 
of whether they're frosted or not, these 
sprouts are likely to be dangerous because 


they have a high-cyanide content 


Blood characteristics: lresh blood from 
affected animals has a peculiar cherry 


red color 


Plant test: A test is run by placing some 
of the suspected forage in an ordina 
fruit jar, together with a strip of specially 
treated paper. Danger is indicated by a 
color change ol the paper l* st papers ol

NITRATE POISONING 


Cause: Many cultivated plants and se 

eral kinds of common weeds have a tend 
ency to concentrate nitrate under drouth 
conditions, and may exist on your farm 
this fall. Surface water stored in ponds o 
shallow wells may contain dangerous 
amounts of nitrates, cither naturally or 
through drainage from fertilized lots and 
fields. Summer accumulations of blue 

green algae in lakes and ponds may caus 


another type of nitrate poisoning. 


Blood characteristics: fresh blood from 
affected animals has a chocolate-brown 


color 


Plant test: A test is run by applying a 
reagent to suspected material. A dark 
blue color indicates dangerous amounts 
of nitrates and a greenish color indicates 
the material should also be tested for 
nitrites Dhese re agents may also be ob- 


tained through your local veterinarian 


CORNSTALK POISONING 


Cause: Usually occurs where cattle are 
grazing drouth-stricken cornfields, but 
cases have been reported where deaths 
followed feeding of hand-cut stalks, stalks 
cured in shocks, or even the grain itself 
Trouble isn’t entirely dependent on dry 
stalks and ears, cither, for the corn may 
also be dangerous after it is made into 


silage 


Blood characteristics: I resh blood from 
affected animals has a cherry-red color 
like that shown in cases of prussic-acid 
poisoning. However, heating a blood 
sample until it clots and then allowing it 
to cool causes it to turn a bright pink 


( olor 


Plant test: A test is run by applying two 
different solutions a few seconds apart to 
suspected materials. On cornstalks it is 
usually easiest to slash the stalk and apply 
the solutions 3 or 4 drops at a time to the 
underlying pith. Danger is indicated by 
the development of colors ranging from 
rose-pink to dark rose-red. These solu- 
tions are the ones used for nitrite testing 


and are available through veterinarians

have applied 797.5 pounds more phos- 
phate for his share than the corn actually 
used.

This same method of reimbursement 
for unused fertilizer can be used for other 
grain Crops 

EXAMPLE: On a Ford County, Illi- 
nois, farm, a change of tenants was to take 
place. Rock phosphate had been applied 
1 and 2 years ago with cost divided equal- 
ly between owner and operator. The 
landlord paid back the tenant according 
to the clause written into the lease 

Rock phosphate was charged off at the 
rate of 20 percent each year. So the 
tenant was repaid 4/5 of his share applied 


one year ago and 3/5 for two years ago 


Consider changing to a cash lease for spe- 
cial situations. 


It may be most satisfactory to some own- 
ers and tenants in these situations 

@ The owner may want to get on a retired 
status for social security. The owner can 
get a steady and assured income with a 
minimum management participation 

@ Any owner who is dependent on the 
farm for income to meet living expenses 
may like regular and dependable cash 
rent payments. Widows with no other in- 
come may be in this position 

7. An absentee owner who cannot o1 docs 
not give desired supervision at harvesting 
and marketing times under a share-rent 
agreement may like a cash lease 

@ A tenant renting from a landowner not 
interested in improving the soil may find 
a cash lease to his advantage. Under a 
cash lease the entire crop bee longs to the 
tenant and he could use fertilizers to 


maximum advantage 


You can use a lease that ties rent to inflation 
or deflation trend. 


You can do this by paying cash rent 
equal to a Certain amount of the crop 

EXAMPLI \ landowner in LaSaile 
County, Illinois, has rented 88 tllable 
and unimproved acres on a cash-rent 
lease for 20 years with satisfaction to both 
parties. He receives his rent each year in 
the dollar value of 10 bushels of corn per 
acre. The value of the corn is the price at 
the local elevator on December 30 

lo avoid risk of an abnormally high or 
low market on a particular day, the value 
could be the average price for a given 
day or week 

EXAMPLE: Such rent payments can 
also be made in so many pounds of milk 


per acre, pounds of beef, or any other 


commodity that may be produced
